TO  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE: 

Gentlemen : 

The  undersigned  owners  of  real  estate  abutting  on  the  said 
proposed  improvement,  respectfully  remonstrate  against  the  passage 
of  a resolution  providing  for  the  condemnation  of  a right-of-way 
for  street  purposes  of  the  South  fifteen  feet  of  Lots  Numbered 
97  - 98  - 99  - 100  - 101  and  102  in  Vodermark’s  Addition  to  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne,  to  be  known  as  Alden  Avenue,  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Public  WDrks  of  the  City  of  Fbrt  Wayne,  under  Declara- 
tory Resolution  853  - 1952,  for  each  of  the  following  reasons, 
t o-wit : 


1.  That  the  condemnation  of  said  ground  is  not  for  a 
public  purpose  and  is  intended  only  for  the  purpose  of  benefitting 
certain  private  individuals  whose  real  estate  abuts  along  an  alley 
which  is  south  of  said  Lots  Numbered  98  - 99  - 100  and  101  in 
Vodermgrk's  Addition. 

2.  The  cost  of  said  opening  will  exceed  the  amount  of 
benefits  to  these  property  owhers  effected  thereby. 

3.  That  the  owners  of  Lots  numbered  97  and  102  in  Voder- 
mark’s  Addition  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne , will  receive  no  benefit 
from  said  condemnation. 

4.  That  the  alley  south  of  the  real  estate  described  in 
said  Resolution  adequately  serves  the  needs  of  ingress  and  egress 
to  said  premises.  That  the  petitioners  have  sought  the  closing  of 
the  street  to  the  north  of  said  lots,  thereby  indicating  that  a 
street  was  not  necessary  and  secured  the  vacation  of  the  same  at 
a cost  to  the  undersigned  and  inasmuch  as  said  petitioners  had 

a street  and  abolished  the  same,  they  should  not  now  come  in  and 
ask  the  City  to  create  another  street  when  a street  had  already 
existed.
